Of the two thousand students 
now registered at the Univer- 
sity, over three-quarters ‘in- 
cluding five hundred ex-ser- 
vicemen and women whose 
maintenance grants from the 
Mimistry of Defence ate due 
to expire in December of this 
year) will have to take on 
part-time work in order to 


this date, the only recipients 
of grants will be a hundred 
ex-servicemen of World War 
Il and a small number of 
students who have special 
prizes and allowances; and al- 
though the university authori- 
ties have granted either partial 
or total exemption from fees 
in a substantial number of 
cases, the overall situation will 
neverthelese remain largely un- 
altered. 


The Students’ Association 
operates an Employment Agen- 
cy which, in cooperation with 
the Jerusalem Labour . 
change and other local organi- 
zations, was successful las 
year in placing many students 
im part-time jobs of an un- 
skied nature, such as watch- 
men, cleaners, and building- 
trade labourers. Most of the 
clerical and teaching posts 
held by students were, how- 
ever, secured individually, as 
these types of vacancies are 
not normally notified to the 
Agency. 

A restaurant is also main- 
tained by the Students Asso- 
ciation, in which satisfying, if 
plain, meals are provided for 
the price of 145 pruta In ad- 
dition, an average of well over 
two hundred meals per month 
were provided free of charge 
last year to students without 
means of support: and a sum 
of H. 780 has been set aside 
for this purpose during the 
comimg year. Plans are also 
well advanced for the opening 
of an additional restaurant 
where, at the cost of 180 pruta. 
it will de possible to enjoy 
meals of a higher quality than 
previously supplied 


Last year too, over IL.500
